Theſe Rivers are alſo Inlets to the South parts of Germany, to wit, Francfort, Newrem- 
butzþh, &c and they are, and may be, ſupplied, through theſe Rivers, from England, 2 
Eight Pounds per Cent. cheaper than they can be ſupplied from Holland; beſides, the Hol- 
landers have prohibited all dyed Goods from England: So that if thoſe three Rivers be 
granted to the Hamborongh Company only, it will be, in effect, a Confirmation of their 
Charter ; for they will rhes have the ſole Trade to all Germany, becauſe no other Engliſh = 
Merchants can Trade thither, but through thoſe Rivers, unleſs ſuch Perſons will be Free of 
their Company; which is, in effect, to enſnare them to obſerve and keep their By-Laws, 
which are oppreſſive and deſtructive to Trade, as hath been proved before a Committee of 
Their Majeſties Privy Council. 1 - x 
The Clothiers and Others, in the Weſt. of Exgland, can have Linnen and other Com- 
modities from abroad, cheaper by Ten Pounds per Cent. than from London, which the 
Hamborough Company know to be true; and, therefore, they have obſtructed the Trade 
in thoſe Parts, by vexing ſeveral Merchants with unjuſt Suits in Law, and in the High 
Court of Chancery, meerly for Trading in the Woollen Manufactures of Exgland. be” 
The Trading Members of the Hamborough Company are but few; and if the Clothiers: 
ſhall not be permitted to ſell their Cloth for Exportation, for ready Mony to all Buyers, the: 
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Clothiers will, in a little time, be very much Imporeriſh'd, and will not be able topf 


their Rents, nor to maintain their Families. x
